The  code  letters  "2!"  will  "be  used  on  pay  rolls  to  show  that  individuals 
are  not  suhjeco  to  the  withliolding  tax.    These  code  letters  have  "been 
prescribed  by  the  3-eneral  .-i-ccounting  Office  in  G-eneral  regulations  ilo.54. 
Supplement  No.  17,  dated  October  30,  1943,  and  are  in  addition  to  the 
code  letters  prescribed  in  Supplement  No.  16  to  G-eneral  Hegulaticns 
No.  54  for  showing  the         cl.,\sses  of  employees  who  are  su^pject  to 
the  withholding  tax. 

Commoncing  with  the  next  pay  roll  to  be  prepared  by  the  Fiscal 
Division,  the  code  letters  ''XT''  must  bo  shown  in  the  appropriate 
column  on  the  lino  of  the  pay  roll  on  which  appears  the  name  of  each 
employee  not  subject  to  the  withholding  tax. 
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
